“The sighted person must figuratively die, 
go through a period of mourning and a time 
of regret, before there can be rebirth as a 
blind person ——~a-new-individual — willing to 
accept and to work toward a new way of life. 

This comes easier, he believes, to the 
totally blind. It is much harder for those who 
have alittle sight left.” 

A ‘person who meets the definition 
of “legal blindness” and does register with 
CNIB firids that rehabilitation, counselling and 
many other services are free. 

Availability of these services depénds 
solely on the speed with which the person 
accepts the doctor’s advice and acts upon it. 

Legal blindness, as outlined by the federal 
department. of health, means if sight is such 
that the person, after best possible’ correction, 
can only see at 20 feet what normal sight sees 
at 200 feet or if the field of vision, after best 
possible correction, is only 10 degrees; 

Right tow there are 385-blind_persons_re- 
ceiving assistance through the CNIB inthe 
Vancouver Island district.

“Sighted persons should try to understand 
that these are-ordinary people like themselves, 
with the same reactions,”” Mr; Tymchuk says. 

“Some accept: blindness in the negative 
way they have always accepted life. They -want 
attention and 5: thy”. ... lots of it! 

“Others, more positive, react ‘quite dif- 
ferently. They are. very likely to refuse help, 
even if they do carry the white cane. 

“They want to prove te themselves and 
to others that they can handle the situation 


alone. Very often they get.jnté trouble. Some-—>- 


limes they endanger their own lives: 

“The greater majority — those in between 
-- accept blifdness and try to make the best 
of what they've got -leit. 

“These are the ones-who find it easiest to 
win-through-to-e new way of life.”

NATURE onthe ISLAND. 


By Cliff Carl 


“The earwigs that Were so humerous in the 
garden last fall have not made their appear- 
ance in any numbers as_yet but in all likeli- 


hood they will. It'will take more than a hard 


winter to exterminate these pests. The sharp 
cold of mid-December no doubt caught some 
with insufficient cover and the long wet weeks 
of late winter took their toll, but one may be 
sure there are sufficient survivors of this 
hardy breed to carry on the race. 

Like many of our nuisance species of 
plants and animals, the common earwig came 
from Europe. No one knows for sure its 
method of arrival or port of entry but one 
can surmise that the first individual landed 
in- the New World on. growing plants or in 
household goods brought by early immigrants. 

On the Pacific coast, they are relatively 


recent arrivals. The first earwigs were noted 


in 1909 in Oregon, In-the-years that followed, 
they spread rapidly wherever man travelled. 
* * * 

In 1915 the first invaders appeared in 
Seattle and a year later they were discovered 
in British Columbia.” By 1919, they were estab- 
lished in New, Westminster and around Van- 


_ eouver. Ten years later these pests had spread 


to: Victoria and northward up the coast to 
Alert Bay. In another decade most urban 
centres on’ Vancouver Island were well 
populated and the immigrants had made their 
first invasion of the Okanagan at Vernon. 

By 1952 they -had penetrated south to 
Osoyoos and soon after they appeared in the 
Kootenays and on the Queen Charlotte Islands. 
At the present time they are found almost 
everywhere that man has. settled in the 
southern half.of the province and they .may 
continue to spread northward to a limited 
degree. 

" Without much doubt transport in every 
ease Was through the agency of man. Since 
earwigs are: notably poor flyers their only 
mode of travel is by being carried in vegeta- 
tion, \in tenting equipment or in other materials 
likely to be packed where these insects are 
present, Their habit of crawling into cracks 
and dark places in general adds to the prob- 


__ ability of them being accidently picked up and 


transported to new territory. 


“As “is the case with softie™ new imports; ” 
earwigs increased rapidly in numbers in 
javorable localities and soon became garden 
pests ‘because of their fondness for eating 
tender plants. As such rises in population .are 
usually due to the. fact that in a new country 
natural checks are lacking, entomologists intro- 
duced a parasitic fly during the years 1934 to 
7939 and again at later dates. This insect, also 
from Europe ;originally, has now become 
established and’ is doing a good job lalthough 
you may not feel it-has yet found the earwigs 
in your own particular garden. ; 

Ubjectionable as they are to most people, 
earwigs have a commendable trait the 
females are most solicitous of their eggs, de- 
positing them in a specially prepared “‘nest’’ 
and standing guacd over them until they 
hatch. Many insects go to elaborate trouble to 
prepare well-stocked nurseries for their off- 
spring but exceedingly few display maternal 
care as does the earwig. 

~—— * * 

There is no mistaking an earwig, even for 
the layman who may not be too observant 
regarding insects. The elongated brown-colored 
body may not be too distinctive but the pincers 
on the rear end are unique. Mo other garden 
insect has such armature. The characteristic 
forceps, larger in the male than in his mate, 
perform several functions. Not only are they 
used for offence and defence but also to help 
fold the wings when they are being packed 
away after use, which by the way, is very 
infrequent. as these insects are _ reluctant 
flyers. 

The wings when spread. are somewhat © 
ear-like in outline and it is assumed that this 
feature gave rise to the original name of these 
insects, namely, earwings. There is also 
another theory, that the name stems from a 
supposed habit of crawling into a sleeper’s ear 
but. this seems to be an “‘old wives’ tale” not 
based on- fact. Until sonveone comes up with 
a better explanation it seems that our garden 


pest was an onreete to our European 
ancestors, ms

Only Petra Has World Title Chance 


All the-aforegoing should not be misconstrued, however, 
What I have been speaking about is the evolution of the 
sport as demonstrated by these young Canadians. Actually I 
suspect that only one of the entries has a solid chance in the 
world arena. That, of course, is the magnificent Petra Burka 
of Toronto, twice ladies’ champion of Canada, The dark-haired 
charmer last year placed third inf the World Championships and 
Olympic Games. 
. Such was the athletic elegance of Miss Burka’s freeskating

_ einating heading of “Things to Come.” 
For instance, there were no pairs who could be expected at 
this stage to come within hailing distance of Canada’s great 
_world and Olympic championship team of Barbara Wagner and 
Robert Paul-or the combination of Otto and Marie Jelinek, who 
won the world’s in i901. 
And inthe senior men's competition there weren't any—at 
least not yet--to compare with the dazzling 1961 world champion 
Donald Jackson or Donald McPherson, who won the tile in 1963. 


Tougher Competition Is Big Help 

Yet there was hope in these youngsters with the lithe bodies 
and alert, determined faces. Lots of it. 

They knew what we in our day never knew—ihe hurly-burly 
of almost unlimited competition. Whereas we were representa- 
tives of a handful of clubs in eastern and western Canada and 
were Chosen for-the Canadian Championships usually on our 
showing in club competition the previous year, these kids, these 
proteges of 277 clubs stretching from Newfoundland to Victoria, 
had had to fight every inch of the way. _ 

When they started their elimination competitions with such 
high hopes early in January in the seven sections set up under 
the auspices of the Canadian Figure Skating Associatiori ‘they 
numbered approximately 1,000. But those who successfully 
reached Calgary—the survivors—numbered only 70-odd. 

Being away from the sport for so long and, therefore, un- 
prepared for what I was to be told, it was ag staggering as it 
was thrilling to learn that somewhere in the neighborhood of 
one million Canadians are in one way or another involved in 
figure skating. 

But if these statistics staggered me, then the soaring costs 
of the game left me absolutely paralyzed. After chatting to 
professionals, mothers, fathers and the contestants themselves, 
I became convinced that if they had been even remotely paral- 
lel—allowing for the difference in living tosts—there wouldn't 
have been any competitive figure skating in my day._ 

In spite of .coming from the so-called exclusive clubs most 
of us simply wouldn't have been able fo afford it. °

But no matter the differences between then and now, it was 
apparent that our two eras shared the game old bugaboo that 
has done more than any other single thing to mar the otherwise 
exciting and rewarding sport. The bugaboo, as anyone who has 
skated competitively will vouchsafe, is the system of judging. 

It would appear that some professionals see the day not too. 
fat off when the judging of major championships will be en- 
trusted to them. They will be paid for their time and will face 
severe penalties if ever found guilty of favoritism or otherwise 
affecting the results of the competition. 

But whatever system finally is’ established it will be wel- 
comed. Judgment is a very personal thing. When the chips 
are down it is the personal “feeling” upon which a judge's 
marks will rest. And it is here where the human factor be. 
comes involved and-errors creep in. 

There is also the feeling that to ask the average or even 
above average judge to retain in his mind the freeskating con- 
fents and performance of as many as 15 to 20 contestants is ask- 
ing the impossible. At best some may rementber the first five 
or even six or seven, but after that it cannot help but be a haze 
and a maze. How this can be overcome is also being worked 
‘on at the present time. 

For whatever_faults of the system, the faults are there
